Bank Examiner Galbraith. The comp- 
troller of the currency at Washington 
was immediately notified, and a notice 
lilte this was posted on the door:

The bank's assets are tl,3B4,T80.5G, 


and the liabilities, outside of its capi- 
tal stock, are *700,000. 


The Missouri national bank is a new 


bank with choice securities, and people 
seemed to have unlimited faith in it 
until Saturday, when they started a 
run which took about 1300,000 from the 
vaults. 


Yesterday morning the large depos- 


itors began to draw out their accounts, 
though there was no run, and men 
passing the bank could see no sign of 
anxiety in the bank's officers, as cheek 
after check for large sums were pre- 
sented for payment. There was no 
ciowd about the bank or in the bank. 


The public generally supposed the 


bank had stood the crucial test of 
Saturday successfully aud would there- 
fore pull through without further

The closing of the doors caused no 


excitement in the vicinity 
Some peo- 


ple paused out of curiosity to look at 
the notice, but there was no excited 
crowd about the bank and no angry 
depositors. The impression prevails in 
the business community that the sus- 
pension will only be temporary. 


The bank had a capital stock of f50,- 


000 and $15,000 surplus. It was opened 
August 25, 1884 L A. Lambert was 
president; Henry Stcubcnach, vice- 
president, and II. C. Lambert, cashier. 
Bin Kansas Banks Close Their Doors.

banks closed their doors yesterday.

Further Inquiry Into the O»u»« oi th* 


Awful DlMMtar at the World'* Vmil. 
CHICAGO, July 18.—The investigation 


of the facts connected with the Cold 
Storage disaster was resumed at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning at the Hyd« 
Park police station, Coroner McHale 
presiding. 


Fire Marshal Murphy was the most 


important witness. He testified thai 
as soon as a stream of water was turned 
on the fire smoke appeared, and was 
immediately followed by an explosion. 
After the explosion the flames ap- 
peared from all sides of the tower. 
After the flames burst out npon tha 
men they began to jamp from the tow- 
er. Marshal Murphy than gave a list 
of the men who had jumped, and con- 
tinuing, said: 


"Capt. Fitzpatrick broke through the 


roof partly. I could not pull him out. 
While I was trying to get him free part 
of the tower fell and struck me across 
the' shoulders and back, knocking me 
down. I then slid down a line of how) 
to the ground and ordered Hans Rein- 
heldt and Capt. James Kennedy to gel 
a life line and assist me to get Fltzpat- 
riek from the roof. Both men pre- 
ceded me up the ladder and assisted in 
pulling Fitzpatrlck to the edge of the 
roof. 
A rope was then made fast 


around him by Hans Reinfelt and we 
lowered him to the ground." 


In reply to a question as to who or- 


dered the men to go on the tower, 
Marshal Murphy replied: "The men 
ivere on the tower when I went there. 
Capt. Fitzpatrick was in charge, and 
it is reasonable to suppose that he or- 
dered them to the tower, but I do not 
know as to that." 


In reply to Coroner McHale, Mar- 


shal Murphy stated that he knew there 
was no thimble on the chimney, as 
Capt. Fitzpatrick had reported the fact 
to him after the fire of June 17. He 
then sent Capt. Fitzpaty ick to report 
the defect to the Cold Storage people, 
and the captain returned with assur- 
ances that it would be repaired at 
once. He did not know whether it had 
been done or not. From a fireman's 
point of view, the marshal would con- 
sider the building a first-class struc- 
ture, although it would burn rapidly 
owing to the amount of lumber used. 
The explosion he thought was caused 
by gas ignited by the flames. 


Marshal Murphy then told how they 


put out the fire June 17, and said they 
went at it in precisely the same way 
they did the fatal one July 10. They 
were obligedt o put up a twenty-flve- 
foot ladder from the tower in order to 
reach it 
He was present during the 


construction of the smokestack, and 
did not consider it defective except in 
the absence of the thimble. 


The plans were then produced, and 


E. C. Shanklin, the engineer, explained 
them to the jury, and Marshal Murphy 
showed where the defect in the con- 
struction of the chimney lay. 


Mr. Shanklin said that there was a 


collar that would prevent sparks fall- 
ing down beside the chimney. 


In reply to a question, Marshal Mur- 


phy said that he ordered men to the 
roof of the warehouse, but not up Into 
the tower. 


Chief Engineer E C Shanklin then 


testified that the height of the tow- 
er, according to the original plans, 
was 170 to 177 feet, and that the plans 
did not call for any iron lattice work. 
Questions with reference to the height 
of the tower provided for in the plans 
were asked with a view to establishing 
later in the investigation that the 
tower was really constructed to the' 
height of 235 feet. 


At the afternoon hearing James An- 


derson, the constructing carpenter em- 
ployed under the architect at the Cold 
Storage building, testified that when 
the alarm was given he went up into 
the tower and had his attention called 
to the fire in the base below the fifth 
floor. He pulled a board off and saw 
the inside was on fire. He asked some

A Chicago Stre«t Oar Ban Down 


by a Train. 


THREE LIVES WCT AHDMAHY INJURED 


'Tbe Dead and Dying Buried by the 


Debris of the Demolished Car- 


Sent to the Morgue and Hos- 


pital—Arrean Made. 


CHICAGO, July 18 —Forty-ninth street 


at the crossing of the Grand Trunk 
railroad was the ncene,yesterday,of an- 
other accident whereby three lives 
were lost and many people injured. A 
TIalsted-street horse car was run into 
and hurled thirty feet to one side. It 
was 811ed with men and women, forty 
six passengers being on board. 


The collision occurred at 7:30 o'clock. 


The south-bound Halsted-streed car 
was crowded and men were standing 
on the foot-boards 
The conductor 


was Prank Barnett and the driver 
Charles Stalneeker. 


At Forty-ninth street is a net work 


of tracks, and the crossing bas always 
been regarded as a dangerous one. A 
long freight train going west had jusl 
passed, and the towerman, George 
Barmen, had just raised tho gates. 
This was taken as a signal that tho 
way was clear, and Stalnecker whipped 
up his . horses as he started to drive 
across the tracks. Conductor Barneti 
had gone ahead and failed to notice 
the

as he says, he could do jiothing. He 
at once lowered the gates, but he was 
too late, for the Htreet car was already 
on the tracks and the passenger train 
was only a few feet distant. It wai 
running at a lively rate of speed, it 1 
aaid, and crashed into the side of the 
car. The latter was turned and then 
was thrown thirty feet through the 
air. Few of the passengers had any 
warning of the accident. Those on 
the foot-board nearest,the passengc 
train saw it coming and jumped in 
time to save themselves from injui 
and perhaps death. 


But tho majority of those on boarc 


were carried with the demolished car 
and fell to the ground together, som 
with badly bruised bodies and other 
dead. The car, broken into many 
pieces, buried those who had been rid- 
ing in it, and as the passenger train 
plunged ahead there were many cries 
of pain and agony to be heard. 


Perkins and Dillon were frightfully 


mangled. A piece of timber had been 
forced down tho latter's throat, break- 
ing his jaw. There were -also two 
women killed, but nothing on either 
would indicate their name. The dead 
were at once taken to the county 
morgue and the injured were placed in 
carriages and driven away. 


The passenger train on the Great 


Northern was iu charge of Conductor 
John Kerneer, Enginneer F. W. Jones 
and Fireman James Campbell. Engi- 
neer Jones said that he did not see the 
car until the horses were in front of 
the train, and that he could not have 
stopped in time to avert the accident. 


Police Captain Ward arrested Engi- 


neer Jones, Firemen Campbell and a 
man named Henry Hughes, who was 
riding in the cab of the engine. They 
will be held at th9 station until after 
the coroner's inquest.

The Slameee Question In Parliament. 
LOHDOX, July 18 —The earl of Eose- 


berry, secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, replying to a question asked by 
Lord Laming-ton in the house of lords 
yesterday, said that the government 
was not in full possession of the facts 
regarding the dispute between Prance 
and Siam, but that Great Britain was 
fully alive to the responsibility attach- 
ing1 to her, and would not lose, any op- 
portunities of obtaining a satisfactory 
sohition of the matters at issue 


In the house of commons Sir Edward 


Gray, parliamentary secretary of the> 
foreign office, made extended reference 
to the announced intention of Hon. 
George N, Curson, conservative mem- 
ber for the Southport division of Lan- 
cashire, to move the adjournment of 
the house in order to discuss the situa- 
tion in Slam. Sir -Edward appealed to 
the house not to discuss the matter un- 
til further information should have 
been received. He promised that every- 
thing possible would be done by Great 
Britain to arrive at a pacific solution 
of the questions involved 
It was im- 


perative, he added, to keep distinct 
from the main issues certain allied 
questions, and especially the question 
of Siamese independence. This state- 
ment evoked cheers. 


Continuing, Sir Edward said that all 


the questions required the closest and 
most careful consideration. 
The gov- 


ernment was fully alive to the need of 
securing the safety of the British in- 
terests in Siam. and if more war ships 
were required at Bangkok or elsewhere 
in Siam waters they would be promptly 
dispatched 
Sir Edward further said 


that France had informed the British

the redwood may claim the honor of be- 
ing the third largest tree on the world. 
The largest known redwood is 880 icet 
in height rnd twenty feet in diameter. 
The big tree attains a greater diameter, 
but does not reach proportionately 
greater height Thus there are big- 
trees recorded having a diameter of 
forty-one feet, but we have seen none 
mentioned as being over 400 feet in 
height 
The height of the largest 


known eucalyptus tree is stated to be 
430 feet, but the diameter is only 
twenty-seven feet So while taller than 
the largest big-trcc, if their propor- 
tions are the same, the California tree 
has about twice the bulk of the one 
which grows in Australia— St Nicholas.

Put in a 
kettle with one cup of water, and place 
it where it will keep just below the 
boiling-point. Do not let the water 
boll entirely away, but add only enough 
to keep the meat from burning. Have 
the cover fitting closely to keep in the 
steam. Cook until very tender, but do 
not let it break 
Serve hot or cold. 


The meat when cold is delicious, cut in 
qnartefcinch slices ano\ sauted in hot 
butter.—Household Monthly. 


—The old-fashioned rule was to wash 


oilcloths off with equal parts of skim 
milk and water to insure them being 
bright and preserving the varnish. The 
best way is now to put two toblospoon- 
fuls of kerosene into the water used in 
wiping the oilcloth. If the varnish is 
worn off and the oilcloth very much 
soiled, it must be very thoroughly 
scrubbed with sand soap and water, 
and then rinsed oft with clear water in 
which a little ammonia has been dis- 
solved, about two tablespoonf uls to a 
pailful of water. 
When this is done 


the oilcloth must be left to dry thor- 
oughly and then it should be revarn- 
ished with the best quality of oilcloth 
varnish, which comes for the purpose.— 
N. Y. Tribune, 
—Spanish Sauce.—For this take one 


peck of green tomatoes, one dozen 
large onions, one dozen sweet mangoes, 
two bunches ot celery, four quarts of 
ripe tomatoes, two tablespoonfuls of 
cinnamon, one tablespoonful of cloves, 
one tablespoonful of mace, one tea- 
spoonful cayenne pepper, two pounds 
sugar, one gallon vinegar, salt to taste, 
one toaspoonfnl allspice. Take green 
tomatoes, onions and mangoes and chop 
fine and stand in salt water over night; 
in the morning drain through a muslin 
bag, 
then scald tho four quarts of ripn 


tomatoes, chop, and drain through u 
colander; then chop celery and odd the 
remaining recipe; cook ono hour; can 
hot. This ia an excellent recipe, and 
once used will be used again.—Prairie 
Farmer. 


—Omelet—Throe eggs, one-half pint 


of rich, sweet milk, or half cream and 
half milk, sweat of course. Season 
with pepper and salt. Beat thorough- 
ly, odd to it ono tablespoonfu^ of corn 
starch and au even teaspoonful of 
baking powder. Mix the ingredients 
well and turn into a well heated spider, 
in it which has been melted a table- 
spoonful of butter. Set the spider in a 
well heated oven; will cook in a few 
minutes. Serve hot. The omelet can 
be cooked on the top of the stove, but 
needs a little more attention to bring it 
to perfection, i. e., lifting the cdgea 
with a knife as soon as it to set on the 
bottom, and tilting tho spider so the 
upper portion may ran under and cook 
until set, or until the whole is done.—

PRESERVING FOOD. 


The Freezing Plan Seems to Bo tbe Most 


Effective. 


Of the four principal manners of pre- 


serving food iu uso to-day, drying and 
curing (the latter term including salt- 
ing, smoking and antiseptic processes) 
are not modern; while tinning and 
freezing are entirely new. 
Tinning 


dates nominally from 1804, when Ap- 
pert made the first attempts at inclos- 
ing food in hermetically closed boxes; 
but a long course of trials and improve- 
ments had to bo gone through before 
the excellence of to-day was obtained 
Dried vegetables were Introduced by 
Chollet in 1845, but the products of that 
period were miserable in comparison 
with those turned out now. 


Ice has been used for more than a 


quarter of a century with the greatest 
advantage ia the fishing fleet, of which 
it has entirely modified the work, but 
It was not until 1875 that it began to be 
seriously employed for the preservation 
of meat during its transportation from 
America to Europe, nor till 1879 thai, 
the Bell Coleman and Hu • lam refrigera- 
tors, which have rendered possible the 
trade in frozen carcasses, were intro- 
duced. American frozen fresh meat 
was brought into our markets in 1870, 
Australian in 1880 and New Zealand in 
1882, and yet, though their commence- 
ments are so near to us, the three to- 
gether now represent a third of all tho 
meat sold in London. 


Tho second distinction is that tin- 


ning, drying and curing are definite in 
their action and arc intended to pro- 
duce more or loss durable effects, while 
freezing, thus far, a purely temporary 
form of treatment, applied principally 
during periods of transport. 


The third is that, whUe drying usual- 


ly damages animal substances (though 
it is applicable without bad conse- 
quences to many fruits and vegetables) 
and while the various forms of curing 
have tbe inconvenience of communicat- 
ing a special taste to the matters treat" 
ed by them, both tinning and freezing 
have been carried to such perfection oi 
execution that in most coses they en- 
gender no 111 effects whatever. 


It is true that beef is injured some- 


what by freezing, but mutton is not, 
partly because the texture of beef is 
more open than that of mutton, and 
therefore more accessible to exterior in- 
fluences, but mainly because, while

jug with him to each of hie appointments, 
preaching to the people and selling the 
whisky to the same congregation

Jnmes Field, William BOM and & B. 
Wallace were the soldiers who bad seen 
Newby on the field, and some of them 
had seen him lying upon the ground 
bleeding profneely from B wound in the 
head. Some ot theee men knew Hi Hor- 
ris, and Capt. Field commanded com- 
pany C ot the 40th Illinois, of which 
Morris was a member. The testimony 
showed that then waa B marked resem- 
blance between the two men, and that 
they might easily be mistaken (or one 
another. It ia positively known that 
Morris disappeared on the day of the 
Shiloh fight and baa never been seen or 
heard ot since. All of these witnesses 
thought that the body they uw was that 
ot Newby, bat testified that in the pris- 
oner at the bar they recognized their old

Berry, Joseph Busesl), Henry Jamieson, 
Joseph Downey, Alfred Hadden and 
William Jameson, all ex-priaouen of 
war, recognized the defendant as "Crazy 
Jack," whom they had known at Ander- 
sonville ss a poor wretch, utterly de- 
mented, who lived in a hole dog in the 
sand, and wonld lie around in the filthy 
water of the branch without clothing, 
and more like an animal than a human 
being. All ot these men had been in 
Andersonville during the spring, sum- 
mar and fall of 1861, and did not know 
how long the defendant had been there, 
nor how long he remained after they 
left. When they met him again recently 
they recognized him immediately, and 
found that he was able to recall inci- 
dents of bis imprisonment. 


This ia one ot the moat important 
links forged so far in the chain of de- 
fensive evidence and has aroused public 
curiosity to the highest pitch.
